Centennial  Professors  for  January: 
Bullard,  Edel,  Hartz,  Swinton 


Four  Centennial  Professors,  Sir  Edward  Bullard  of  Cambridge,  Dr.  W.  E.  Swinton, 
former  director  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum,  Prof.  Leon  Edel  of  New  York  Univer- 
sity, and  Prof.  Louis  Hartz  of  Harvard,  will  deliver  public  lectures  and  conduct 
seminars  on  the  campus  during  the  month  of  January. 

Sir  Edward  Bullard,  who  will  be  here  until  the  end  of  March,  will  lecture  in 
Geodesy  and  Geophysics,  and  will  hold  seminars  for  staff  and  students.  Details  will 
be  announced  in  The  Varsity , on  the  University  notice  boards,  and  by  other  means. 

Beginning  about  the  second  week  in  January,  Dr.  Swinton’s  program  will  include 
a study  of  the  dinosaurs  in  depth  consisting  of  nine  illustrated  lectures  followed  by 
seminars,  and  a second  series  on  The  Effect  of  Environment  on  Scientific  Progress— 
the  emergence  of  science  from  its  natural  historic  background.  Details  will  be 
announced. 

Professor  Leon  Edel  will  deliver  two  public  lectures  in  West  Hall,  University 
College.  The  subject  of  the  first  lecture,  on  Friday,  January  13  at  4.00  p.m.,  will  be 
The  Province  and  the  World:  Hawthorne  and  Henry  James;  of  the  second,  on  Friday, 
January  20  at  the  same  time,  Henry  James:  The  Legend  Americano-European.  In 
addition  Prof.  Edel  will  hold  two  seminars  for  invited  staff  and  students.  The  first 
of  these,  on  Tuesday,  January  17,  will  be  on  Theory  of  Literary  Biography:  The 
Example  of  Henry  James;  the  second,  January  24,  on  Aspects  of  American  Fiction. 

Dr.  Hartz  will  give  two  public  lectures  on  Canadian  History  in  Comparative 
Perspective,  both  in  the  Concert  Hall  of  the  Edward  Johnson  Building.  The  first  will 
be  on  Wednesday,  January  11  at  4.00  p.m.;  the  second  (for  the  convenience  of 
alumni)  at  8.00  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  January  18.  In  addition  Dr.  Hartz  will  conduct 
five  seminars  for  invited  staff  and  student  members  of  the  departments  of  history, 
political  economy,  sociology,  and  English,  as  well  as  one  staff  seminar  on  the  subject 
of  his  lectures.  Topics  of  four  in  the  first  group  are:  Ideology  in  Canadian  Politics; 
The  Political  Theory  of  Liberty;  Consequences  of  Migration  in  History;  and  the 
American  Progressive  Movement.  The  fifth  topic  will  be  announced. 


Sir  Edward  Bullard,  Fellow  of  Churchill 
College  and  head  of  the  department  of 
geodesy  and  geophysics  in  Cambridge  Uni- 
versity, is  a member  of  the  National  Environ- 
mental Research  Council  of  Great  Britain 
and  holds  a permanent  visiting  chair  at  the 
Scripps  Oceanographic  Institute,  La  Jolla, 
California.  After  nine  years  as  a research 
fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  he  was  appointed 
experimental  officer  at  the  Admiralty  on  the 
outbreak  of  the  second  war.  There  he  was 
responsible  for  the  development  of  the  de- 
gaussing process  which  reduced  the  exposure 
of  ships  to  damage  by  magnetic  mines.  At 
the  time  of  the  Normandy  invasion  he  be- 
came director  of  naval  operational  research. 
After  the  war,  Toronto  had  him  for  a time 
as  head  of  the  department  of  physics,  but 
he  returned  to  England  to  become  director 
of  the  National  Physical  Research  Labora- 
tory. An  entertaining  speaker,  he  has  a large 
following  among  B.B.C.  audiences. 

Dr.  William  E.  Swinton  came  to  the  Royal 
Ontario  Museum  as  head  of  the  life  sciences 


division  in  1961  and  was  appointed  director 
two  years  later.  He  had  been  on  the  cura- 
torial staff  of  the  natural  history  division  of 
the  British  Museum  for  many  years,  rising 
to  principal  scientific  officer.  He  is  an  expert 
in  the  history  of  science  and  one  of  the 
world’s  best  known  authorities  on  dinosaurs. 
Author  of  The  Dinosaurs,  fifteen  other  books, 
and  more  than  200  articles  and  papers,  he 
is  an  accomplished  lecturer. 

Leon  Edel,  Henry  James  Professor  of 
English  and  American  Letters  at  New  York 
University,  delivered  the  Alexander  Lectures 
of  1956,  later  published  in  book  form  as 
Literary  Biography.  He  explains  that  these 
lectures  sprang  from  a feeling  that  it  was 
time  to  bring  biography  into  mid-century 
focus,  and  in  the  process  to  fill  an  obvious 
gap  by  developing  the  theory  of  this  difficult 
art.  His  own  bent  is  the  biographies  of  men 
and  women  who  were  themselves  writers. 
A graduate  of  McGill  and  D.  es  L.  of  the 
Sorbonne,  Dr.  Edel  worked  for  Agence 
Havas  and  Canadian  Press  in  pre-war  years, 
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and  has  taught  at  Harvard,  Princeton, 
Indiana,  and  the  University  of  Hawaii.  In 
1963  he  won  the  Pulitzer  Prize  for  biography 
with  the  second  and  third  volumes  of  his 
projected  4-volume  Life  of  Henry  James. 

Dr.  Louis  Hartz  is  Professor  of  Govern- 
ment and  a member  of  the  Faculty  of  Public 
Administration  at  Harvard  University.  He 
has  been  called  “the  Frederick  Jackson 
Turner  of  the  mid-century”.  It  was  Turner 
(another  Harvard  man)  who,  in  the  early 


nineties,  named  the  receding  frontier  as  the 
essential  factor  in  the  development  of  Ameri- 
can society.  What  has  replaced  it,  now  the 
frontier  has  gone?  The  Hartz  theory  is  that 
you  can  explain  the  development  of  Ameri- 
can history  and  the  peculiarities  of  American 
character  by  a pervasive  liberal  thesis.  How 
far  does  this  apply  to  Canada  in  “compara- 
tive perspective”?  Professor  Hartz  will  be 
back  again  in  July;  perhaps  he  will  pursue 
the  subject  further  then. 


The  Poculi  Ludique  Societas 


The  Poculi  Ludique  Societas  is  a group  of 
graduate  students  interested  in  producing 
medieval  and  Tudor  plays.  The  P.L.S.  was 
formed  in  Professor  Leyerle’s  seminar  last 
year  and  performed  the  Wakefield  Second 
Play  of  the  Shepherds  (late  14th  century) 
and  Gammer  Gurtons  Needle  (about  1553). 
The  season  this  year  began  with  Mankynde 
(after  1466)  and  will  culminate  with  Rafe 
Roister  Doister  ( after  1534 ) to  be  performed 
in  Great  Hall,  Hart  House,  at  the  annual 


banquet  of  the  Medieval  Academy  on  April 
7.  The  plays  are  put  on  in  the  original 
language  and  the  staging  usually  employs  a 
central  playing  place  with  the  audience 
seated  around  it.  Stage  sets  are  simple,  but 
costumes  are  as  lavish  as  can  be  made  by 
busy  students  on  a small  budget.  The 
original  small  company  has  expanded  and 
now  includes  students  from  the  English  De- 
partment, the  Centre  for  Drama  and  the 
Centre  for  Medieval  Studies.

Parking  on  the  St.  George  Campus 


Five  additional  parking  areas  have  been 
made  available  to  members  of  the  University 
staff  entitled  to  park  on  the  St.  George 
Campus.  These  lots  compensate  for  the  loss 
of  parking  space  brought  about  by  construc- 
tion work  on  the  sites  of  the  new  Medical 
Sciences  building  and  the  McLaughlin 
Planetarium.  The  new  parking  areas  are: 
Spadina  Crescent,  north  of  Connaught 
Medical  Research  Laboratories  Spadina  di- 


vision building.  Entrance  at  north  side  from 
Spadina  Avenue.  Space  for  55  cars,  formerly 
used  entirely  by  C.M.R.L.  personnel. 

120-126  St.  George  Street,  between  Har- 
bord  and  Sussex.  Entrance  from  west  side 
of  St.  George.  Space  for  100  cars.  Available 
until  next  spring  at  least. 

123  St.  George  Street,  south  of  Bloor. 
Entrance  from  east  side  of  St.  George.  Space 
for  13  cars. 
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88  College  Street  (former  church),  at 
Elizabeth.  Entrance  from  west  side  of  Eliza- 
beth at  Grenville.  Space  for  12  cars. 

92  College  Street,  east  of  Banting  Insti- 
tute. Entrance  from  College,  between  old 
house  and  No.  88,  or  from  Grenville. 

Frank  J.  Hastie,  director  of  Physical  Plant, 
is  looking  for  still  more  parking  space  be- 
cause of  the  anticipated  imminent  loss  of 
two  large  lots  now  being  used  for  University 
parking. 

When  the  Province  of  Ontario  proceeds 
with  a building  for  the  Alcoholism  and  Drug 
Addiction  Research  Foundation  north  of 
the  Clarke  Institute  of  Psychiatry,  space 
for  110  cars  between  the  Institute  and 
Russell  Street  will  be  lost.  Parking  for  159 
cars  will  disappear  when  work  begins  on 
the  new  wing  of  New  College  on  the  north 
side  of  Willcocks  Street  between  Huron  and 
Spadina.  Work  on  these  projects  could  begin 
at  any  time,  indeed  even  before  this  issue 
of  Staff  Bulletin  is  in  the  hands  of  its  readers. 

When  this  happens,  if  Mr.  Hastie’s  staff 
has  not  been  able  to  find  alternatives  in  time 
—and  suitable  land  in  the  University  district  is 
scarce— the  pressure  for  accommodation  on 
existing  parking  lots  will  become  acute. 
Those  who  just  cannot  find  room  on  a Uni- 
versity lot  might  keep  in  mind  that  there  is 
a municipal  parking  area  on  College  Street, 
between  the  Toronto  Public  Library  and  the 
School  of  Architecture,  where  the  public 


may  park  for  an  hourly  fee.  Parking  on  the 
public  streets  within  the  campus  limits  is 
limited  in  amount  and  restricted  in  time, 
and,  of  course,  violators  make  themselves 
liable  to  fines. 

In  an  effort  to  provide  a broader  distribu- 
tion of  the  parking  space  available,  no  more 
reserved  spaces  will  be  allotted,  except  to 
applicants  who  can  establish  dire  need. 
Parking  rights  on  campus  lots  henceforth, 
except  for  such  special  cases,  will  be  for  unre- 
served spaces  only.  Those  who  have  reserved 
spaces  now  will  retain  them,  of  course. 

The  University  has  long  range  plans  for 
alleviating,  if  not  solving,  the  parking  prob- 
lem, but  has  been  unable  to  implement  them 
because  of  circumstances  beyond  its  control. 
These  plans  include  provision  for  parking 
garages  on  the  east  side  of  Spadina  Avenue. 
But  nothing  can  be  done  about  them  until 
Metropolitan  Toronto  has  indicated  its  inten- 
tions concerning  the  Spadina  Expressway, 
the  nature  and  location  of  which  would 
affect  the  approaches  to  University  garages. 
Consideration  has  also  been  given  to  under- 
ground garages  on  the  east  side  of  the 
campus,  one  with  entrance  from  Queen's 
Park  West,  opposite  the  Ontario  Legislative 
Building,  and  another  with  entrance  just 
west  of  the  Wellesley  Street  underpass.  A 
number  of  problems,  of  which  financing  is 
not  the  least  in  importance,  have  held  up 
implementation  of  this  plan.
